4. & 6, and being in 
darkaels ſees not the treaſure that is inthe earthen yeſſels for dark- 
nels cannot comprehend the Light, neither the excellency of the 
power of God which is able to Poe to the utmoſt all that come to 
toit;z which is Chriſt the power of God, the wiſdom of God, the 
ſtrength of God, and the life of God. Now all that axe ignorant 
of this power of God by denyiog it, refuſing to be led and guided 
thereby, can neyer ſce nor taſte of the life immortal which dwells 
inthe Light, and in the Light is onely ſeen and revealed.

44+ So here all 
may ſee that they that live in (in, and plead for it term of life, are 
all bliad, not one that could fee the perfeR life of the Son of God, 
and brethren of Chriſt ; but on the contrary, beat, perſecute,im- 
Priſon, and deſpitefully uſed them, asthe ſame generation doth at 
this day, being all from the Light, denyiog it, ace all bligd, beat- 
ing and impiiſoning the ſons of God as eyil-doers : For whea the 
Lord Jeſus himſelf appeared in fc(h upon the earth, not one of 
that generation could ſce him to be a perfe man 3 but the learg- 
ed with heir learging, Scribes, Phariſces, Rulers, Prieſts and Peo- 
ple all bligd, ſaying, ke was a {inner, and had a diyel,and deceived 
the people, but were all lyers and falſe accuſers : This was the ge- 
necation ofevil-d ers which jultificd themſclyes, ſaying that God 
was their ſather, whiles they were doing the divels work 3 as the 
fame generation doth at this day, who owns bis name, but deays 
his nacure ; calling themſelves Chriſtians, but perſecute his liſe, 
where it is made manifeſt to delkroy 4 works of the ow 
zhe workers of iniquity no knowledge, who eat up my people as ivey tas 
bread, P YM 9m, rare from the light of Chriſt, that 
waich gives the true kaowledge of Gad, how can they know him, 
or his Son, or bis ſervants? No men knowetrh the Son but the Father, 
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Son will reveal him, Mat. rt. 27. here you may plainly fee there is 
no true know'edge of Gol but by the revelation of the Son 3 The 
Father by the call of his grece which appeareth to all men,bringeth ſalva« 
tion to all that are obedient 19 his beaventy call, by the revelation of big 
Son in them, and the Son being revealed within leadeth to the Father, 
which by his grace revealed him. This grace is a ſpiritual free-gife 
that is come upon all men,thongh all receive it nor, nor believe it, 
for many turn from it into wantonnefs, that is their condemaati- 
on;not that it 15 not come,but becauſe menlove it not. Where that 
which brings ſalyation is not received nor k1own, how can falya- 
tion bewitneſſed ? therefore faith the wor!d it is not ro be here, 
but hereafter, putting the day of ſalvation far off, which the Lord 
hath brought nigh. flere the day of the Son of manisnot known; 
but thoſe that hear his voice know his day, and in his Light ſee it, 
and rejoice in God their Saviour, the Gentiles lighe, and [ſracl's 
glory which is ſpiritual. Mark,the Gentiles Light is Iſraels glory, 
which every true Ifractite witnefſeth to be ſpiritual : and are not 
all thoſe blind Priefts and falſe Prophets, that turn people from 
frem the free-gift 0x God, Iſraels ſpiritual glory, the Gentiles 
Light,the Son of God, and Saviour of the wor'd. Now all that 
are rurned from the ſpiritual gift, the Light of the Son of God 
which ſhines in the conſcience, to = the knowledge of the glo- 
ry of God in the face of Jeſus Chriſt, are in darknefs, conſulting 
with fleſh and bload, the imaginations of their own hearts, which 
cannever reyeal the Son of God within, Mat.16 17. for he was 
fark revealed to Pecer within, before he could confefs him without; 
and John was in the ſpirit when he ſaw thoſe great myſterie- ia the 
Reye'ations ; and it was the Spirit that ſpake to the Churches, 
and they that haye a ſpiritual ear open , do hear what the Spirit 
ſaith ; and he onely hath an car to hear that is turned to the mani- 
feftation of the Spirit which 1s given to him to profit withal, and 
the manifeſtation is given to cyery man, They heve ears, but they 
hear not ; eyes, but they ſee not ; anda meaſure, or manifeſtation of the 
Spirit, but they profit n2t; therefore arethey unprofitable ſervants, which 
are to be caſt into utter dr kneſs becauſe they loved it, and hated the light, 
and the manifeſtation of the Spirit which thewed them the deeds of dark- 
neſs, and ſo chuſing darkneſs rather then light, it juſtly became their por- 
tion, Therefore all you profeſſors who are pleading with the dark- 
neſs of che world, for darkneſs and the deeds thereof, I warn you 
all from the Spirit of the living God that you ceaſe from fo doing, 
andown his Light, aftee-gift which will lead you, if you obey it, 
to Repentance, and give you power to put off the deeds of dark- 
neſs,and to put on the armor of Light,which is able to fave and de- 
fend you from the power of darkneſs A and give you victory -— 
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lrell and death, that you may witmeſs.che glorious liberty and {ee- 
dom of the ſons of God, and haye an ioheritance intro the immor- 
tal kingdom with all the children of Light and heirs of heaven : 
but on the contrary, if-you go on inoppolition againſt the Light 
which reproves you inſecrer, and ſhews you the deeds of darkneſs 
which you live in, and plead for term of life ; then ſhal dakneſs 
be your inhericance, and the reward of evil-doers ycu: portion; 
remember you were warned in your life-time , and the truth of 
Goddeclarcd intender loye to your p:eciousſouls, which the wit- 
neſs of Godin all conſciences thall maniſeſt, that theſe things be- 
long to your cverl.ſting peace : labour to know chem before they 
be hid from your cies; for yet you have alittle time, but you know 
not huw ſoon time thall be no mare. And be it known unto you 
all, that if you in the Light of Chriſt wacrewich you are inlight- 
ned come to fce the truth , and come not to the obedience of it 
becauſe it i> reproached, reviled, deſpiſed, hated, and eyen with 
muc'1 tyranaie and cruelty perſecuted by the pruilent of the 
world, both Rulers, Prieſts, and people, but deny him who is the 
Light, the Way, the Truth, and the Life, ] 4.3. 12. and 1z. and 
46 aud 14.6. orrefuſe to confeſs him as your Forefathers did, 
hecauſe they luyed the praile of men mare then the praiſe of God: 
know this from che living God, that that (hall be your portion, for 
you have choſen it and have refuſed to ſuffec with the Lord aad 
bis choſen people who ſuffer tribulitionzand ſhall be brought out 
with their robes waſh:d with the blood of the Lamb, to (eve him 
day and night in his temple, Reve!. 7. ver. 14. Buthe that ſuffereth 
nor with him, {h4l not reign with him 3 though you may think to 
come in when you perceive the Lord veginneth to exalt his choſca 
ones over the nations without, but you ſhiil know that your 
thoughts are vain, for you refuſing to ſuffer with the ſeed , come 
not to haye dominion over the nations within, and fo the unjut 
bears rule in you over the juſt, which God will not exalt with his 
Son to rule over men or nations without ; for he will not give his 
glory to another who cefuſeth to ſuffer with him 3 for by ſuffering 
15 ourfalyation made p2:feR,and the reward is to them that work: 
but he that cefuſeth to go iata the Vineyard when the Lord requi- 
reth him, (hall havchis portion with the rebellious, even fo is che 
kiazdom of heavea : bat all thoſe who refuſe to ſuffer with the 
body, exclude theinſe'ys ſrom being members, not coming to tac 
fellowſhip of his ſulfeciags,. cannot come to the fellow(hip of his 
reign; for many (hill R:iye ro eacer, and (hill not be able : Way ? 
they have left che Croſs behind wiich is the power of God : far 
whoſoever followeth him, «1uR take up his croſs daily ia the deni- 


al of bimſ(elf and his oyan will, and the will of God comes theiey 
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to be known and done ; and where his will is done;there his king- 
dom 1s Come, and they onely can fay, the Loyd ommiporent reigneth-: 
buc wanere the will of another is done, the kingdom of God is not 
knowa 3 but the prince of the power of darknei; rules in the hearts 
of thoſe that do his will , who are the childrea of diſobedience: 
and of theſe two forts are all people upon the face of the whole 
eacth : and here all may plainly fee whoje children they are, the

vil,ver.8.can you beliey teſe plain words of Scripture forwhoſo- 
ever. iyrefts them it is tor his deſtrut-on; There is no ſalvation but 
in Chriſt Jeſus: Aar4in Chriſt eſus,and he that abidetivin Chriſt 

eſas, is ſaved: how doth that appear ? Fe finneth nxt: Mark, then 
as loa2 as a m1n lianeth he is not ſaved, b-caufe he isnat in Chrit 
Jeſus;for he that cominitteth ſia 18 of theDevil, &whilc he is of the 
Devil he is nat ſaved.

in much plainneſs and tender love ta your pretious ſou! declared, 
that the ſimple honeſt hearted amongſt you may be delivered out 
of the mouths of the lying Prophets and falſe Shepherds, who 
make merchandiſe of ppor ſouls for diſboneſt gain, and filthy lu- 
cre, and if you put not into their mouths they prepare war agaiglt 
youj butthe time is near they ſhall gape wide but little ſhall come 
into their, mouths 3 when none ſhall buy their merchandiſc any 
more, it Wc known to be deceit, and the refuge of lies, and all 
that come to witneſs the teaching of the Lord know it to be truth :

rofeſs ? do you profeſs the liſe of Chriſt and cannot ceaſe trom 
in, bue plead for it term of life, as ſome of you do, and poſitively 
maintain : Is this your proſeilion? then wo is your portion ye hby- 
pocrites, profeſſing one life, and :viog another 5 orelſe will you 
fay there 1s {in ia the lite of Chriſt, or ſeparate him and his life, 
which you cannot ; for his life is to do the will of his Father, and 
the Son of God cannot be ſeparated from the will of his Father, 
but from ſinners he is, and (in ſeparates from God, and fo it doth 
you, who plead for it, andlive ia it from the life of Chriſt : Butif 
thou ſayeſt I am a believer, what duſt thou thou believe ? doſt thou 
believe, as many of you who are called belieyers do, that is, that 
they ſhall not be freed from fin ſo long as they are in the body 2 If.
